The Office action rejects: 

claims 1-3, 6, 8-11, and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over Nishizawa et al. 
(USP 6,323,832, hereinafter Nishizawa); 


(USP 5,821,688, hereinafter Shanks). 

The applicant respectfully traverses these rejections. 

In each of the independent claims 1 and 2, the applicant specifically claims: 
semiconductor devices in a first area of a substrate, and 
pixel electrodes in a second area of the substrate, wherein 
the substrate is configured so that flexing/deformation occurs more 
readily in the second area.
